On the greater part of the front the enemy was repulsed, but at two 
points, one just north of the Ypres-Menin Road and the other immedi- 
ately south of Polygone Wood, he succeeded in penetrating our lines 
for short distances on narrow fronts.

Successful Raid 

LONDON, Sept. 25.—A successful 
raid by British aviators on the Ger- 
man airdrome at Varssenaers, Flan- 
ders, on Monday, is announced in an 
official statement from the admiralty. 
A fight between a naval aerial patrol 
and a German squadron, in which one 
German machine was destroyed and 
another driven down out of control, al- 
so is reported. 

“The statement reads: 

“On Monday morning a bombing 
raid was made by naval aircraft on the 
Vurssenaere airdrome. A large num- 
her of bombs were dropped, most of 
them falling among the sheds and 
lhuugars, and also among airplanes 
lined up on the airdrome. 

“The same day a fighter patrol met 
a large formation of Albatross scouts. 
One enemy machine was destroyed and 
another driven down completely out 
of control. All our machines returned 
eafely.” 

Railway Stations Bombed 

PARIS, Sept. 25.—The official ecom- 
miunicution issued by the war office 
tonight reads: 

“The artillery action was very spir- 
ited in the region of Hurtebise and 
Crauonne and on the right bank of the 
Meuse, in the sector of the Bois Le 
Chaume.

Effect of Previous Raid 


‘light this morning the damage result- 
‘ing from the visit of the German raid- 
jers to London last night appeared to 
|be surprisingly slight. The number of 
bombs dropped in the London district 
Was small and the capital results were 
|almost negligible. 


| The chief damage noticed this 
|morning was broken glass. In one 
spot, where a heavy bomb landed 


|squarely in the middle of the street, 
|a hole four feet deep was torn In the 
pavement. The spot was fenced off 
early in the morning and men were at 
work repairing the pavement. The 
concussion of this bomb broke glass 
over several acres, including windows 
in neighboring hotels, in which are 
many Canadians, Americans and Aus- 
tralians. Only three persons were 
killed by the explosion. All of them

| knew. There were heavy storm clouds 
/always low over England where Mr. 
|Hardy’s figures stepped, bravely 
enough, to thelr doom, and an unbro- 
ken gray sky over that troubled, un- 
happy, mismanaged England 
Wells. I knew that France was too 
often unhappy and often all astray, 
‘and I knew, too, that the old, uncon- 


querable Gallic soul was still in her 
people, But if you knew her only 
from the works of modern French 


| writers, what would you think? What 
‘were you In England thinking before 
[the war? I ought to have suspected 
that I did not know England. Instead 
1 wondered often where was the soul 
jof England that had been, that Shape- 
| speare had written about and boasted 
lof. His words of England showed 
| passion almost too great for words. 
Were there none to write of her 
now, or was she unworthy? . There 
were many in France thinking the

‘NOTED AVIATORS 
GIVE UP LIVES

“First, that he himself is probably 
a middleman of the least essential and 
least efficient sort and dependent for 


his living upon the continuance of 
jeffete economic conditions; and, see- 
ond, that any government regulation 


tending by radical means to reduce 
the middieman's ‘spread’ or margin 
‘of profit tends to wipe out the unnee- 
essary and inefficient middleman and 
| to make still richer the big middleman 
and his corporations I do not say 
this is just 1 only point out that it 
is true, and that so long as it is true 
the food controller cannot ‘eut prices’ 
or ‘wipe out the middleman,’ or ‘sell

Small Retailers

Owing to the indisposition of Mayor 
Henry the chair was occupied by Ald, 
MacDonald at the meeting of council 
last night. 

Quite a number of delegations pre- 


sented thémselves for hearing, includ- | 


ing a late employee of the street rail- 
way, who asked for reinstatement. 
Then the city firemen presented their 
application for increased wages, which 
was promised attention. In response 
to the application of Professor G. Har- 
court it was decided to fix a civic half 
holiday to allow people to harvest 
their garden produce. Bonnie Doon 
ratepayers were also assured that at- 
tention should be given to the state of 
Connor's Hill sidewalk. 
Wants Option 

Financial matters did not occupy a 
great deal of time, save that the ap- 
plication of R. N. Frith for an option 
on the $1,200,000 note issue was re- 
ferred to the finance committee and 
commissioners with power to act. The 
request of the public school board for 
the payment of overdue mioney from 


the city and the assurance of future | 


payments was also sent to the finance 


committee, but not with power to act. } 
The bylaw to establish a system for | 
the coliection, removal and disposal of | 


ashes, garbage and waste matter in 
the city was introduced and passed. 
Ald. Grant said that he was inform- 
ed by the Dominion inspector that 
the passing of the bylaw was required 


without delay, as he could not control | 
the feeding of hogs with city garbage, | 


which was still being carried on by 
individuals. 
Garbage Bylaw 

The bylaw gives, subject to the con- 
trol of the city commissioners, the 
management of the system to the su- 
perintendent of streets and scavenging 
department. The bylaw defines the 
different classes of refuse as follows: 

(a) “Ashes” shall include cinders 
and ashes from any substance used 
for fuel, but shall not include such 
ashes as may accumulate as a result 
of building operations. 

(b) “Garbage” shall include all 
kitchen and table refuse, condemned 
meats, fish, fruits, vegetables and oth- 

like ‘Waste or decomposing matter. 

(¢) “Refuse” shall include broken 
dishes, tins, glass, rags, cast off gar- 
ments, waste paper, excelsior and like 
material when tied tn bundles, but 
shall not include weeds, leaves, grass, 
garden refuse, manure, night soil, tree 
stumps, limbs, roots, turf, earth or 
such waste matter as may accumulate 
as the result of brushing or cleaning 
up property or such as may accumu- 
late as a result of building operations. 

Separate Receptacles 
» Separate receptacles must be pro- 
vided for the different classes of re- 
fuses, and they must be placed in the 
lanes at the rear of premises or near- 
by convenient for collection, Ashes 
must be placed in a fire-proof recep- 
tacle and broken dishes, tins, glass, 
and other incombustible material may 
be placed with them, Where no lane 
exists the receptacles must be placed 
where the superintendent directs, No 


coliection shall be made free of charge | 


exceeding one cubic yard per week, 
and no receptacle and contents must 
weigh more than 100 pounds, No col 
Aection will be made from any wood- 
working shop, machine shop, foundry, 
power house, building 
manufacturing establishment, 
from the penitentiary, 

The collection of food garbage is 
provided for, inasmuch as the commis- 


nor 


sioners and council are given the pow- | 


er to enter into a contract with any 


firm, persons or corporation for the, 


collection of the whole or part of the 
garbage, refuse or ashes within 
city, and in, the event of this being 
done, the contractor shall furnish the 
superintendent of the streets and 
scavenging department a list of the 
premises within the city he desires to 
collect from, and the superintendent 
shall collect from all other premises 
save as otherwise provided, 
Penalty $50 

The penalty for infringement is $50, 
or 30 days’ imprisonment with = or

At the outbreak of this terrible war,

shock came on us as on the world in! 
general, as a great catastrophe, and 
looking back, I think it ts wonderful 
we have weathered the storm so far a6 


well as we have. We have to thank 
the Government for the assistance 
they have rendered and we haye to 


thank the public of Canada for their 
forbearance and «sympathy, and we 
have to thank our officers and men for 
their work, their devotion and loyaity 
under many and great difficulties. 

I want today to take up a little of 
your valuable time in explaining to 
you as I have already done elsewhere, 
our view of the present railway situa- 


tion. It is a most serious one and 
requires the co-operative aid of all 
parties and interests to surmount It 


successfully, Canada ts going through 
a period of great anxiety with the 
flower of its manhood fighting at the 
front, fighting against a ruthless and 
inhuman foe, fighting for all that the 
free peopies of the world hold most 
dear, fighting in a word for civiliza- 
tion.

| Today’s Anniversaries | 
The first railway which carried pas- 
sengers was the Stockton & Darling-| 
ton line, in England, which was com- 
pleted and opened for traffice on Sept 
26, 1825. Regular passenger traffic 
on the pioneer railroad was inaugurat- 
ed the following day. Edward Pease 
and George Stephenson constructed 
this line, but, despite the connection 
with the project of the father of the)! 
locomotive, horses were first used to 
supply the motive power Later Ste- 
phenson experimented with fixed en- 
gines and locomotives, and his suc- 
cess with the latter caused him to rec- 
ommend the locomotive system for 
adoption on the Liverpool & Manches- 
ter system, which was opened in 1830, 
and which was the first road on which 
the powers of the steam locomotive 
were fully established The pioneer 
railroad was only eight miles in length, 
and was of little importance, but the 


Liverpool and Manchester line con- 
nected two great cities, and started 
service with eight locomotives and 


twenty-elght carriages. The first rail-! 
way accident occurred at the in augur- 
ation of the latter line, when W. Husk- 
isson, a member of parliament, was 
run over by the locomotive Rocket,
